ENTLEMEN:— llavinc announced my intention 
VJT of becoming a Candidate for the representation 
ol this District at the ens'uing election for tho House 
ot Commons, I may he pcnnittcil to explain my views 
on the leading questions affecting this Province. 

1st— I believe that while we have a grievance af^aiiist 
the Government of Ciina<la for the iion-fuiriliiieiit of 
Terms ot Union, it would be highly iiijudicioua on the 
partof the representatives from this Province to form 
a positive adhesion to either ot the great iiolitlcal jiar- 
tlcs into which the E.astern Provinces arc divided tor 
the following reasons: let, because many of tho ques- 
tions which divide them have no existence among us; 
'2nd, because neither our people nor representatives 
can teci that interest in their politics which wo other- 
wise would have done had Canada honorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the niilway obligations which she vol- 
untarilv incurred when ^vc entered the rition. Enter- 
taining" this view, 1 sliall, if elected, accord to the 
Oovernnicnt ot the day a hearty siii.|)ort shmihl their 
policy and actions indicate an iiiiniediatc active, en- 
ergetic comineneeiiicnt and continuous construction 
of the Canadian I'acillc lialiwoy through British Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir John A. Macdonald and party return to 
power, 1 should foci bound, if elected, to render him 
a hearty support in order that ho may have a real oji- 
portunity of carrying out the grand scheme of a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which waf provided for in tho Terms of Union which 
Ids Governnent aeeotiated with this I>rovtnce. 

Under the Tenns of Union certain Orders In Council 
were passed by the Governnicnt of the Dominion de- 
claring Esquimau to be the terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and a Reservation of the Public Lands 
from Esquimalt to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
■iO-niilo belt, was applied tor by the Dominion Oovern- 
luent and received by them from tli? Local floverii- 
ment and regarded as a portion of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway to all intents and piirjioscs. 

Tlie Agricultural, Coal Mining and other interests 
would be promoted by tho construction of tlio Island 
section OS part of the Pacllle Railway — the iiiiiiicdiatc 
prosecution of which would bring into active business 
tito tlio entire section traversed. I'annproducls would 
tlnd a ready market, labor of all kinds would be in de- 
maiul, and as a conscipicnce business would revive 
throughout the Province and conlidcnce would again 
be restored. 

Kiiould, however, the Dominion Clovcrnmciit lind it 
imjiossihle to retain Esquimalt a.s the tcrniimis of the 
Railway on account of engineering difliciiltics, I would 
insist on an equitable iruleiiiiiity for the whole line 
from Esquimalt to Se\inour Narrows, as I'ciiiit justly 
duo to Vancouver Island tor the serious Iofs which we 
have sustained from the public lands between those 
two points having been locked up lor such a lengthen- 
ed pcriml from iirc-eniption, settlement and develop- 
ment. 

1 would urge the necessity ot more frequent mail 
coniinunieatioii throughout the District and I'rovince 
generally, and would use my most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail communication between Nanai- 
mo and Now Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain immediate Tclcprnphie coiumuiiieation 
between Nanaimo, Victoria and tho other large ship- 
ping port of Burrard Inlet. 

With regard to tlio Tariff question I entirely dis- 
agree with those who think that a variety of Interests 
must necessarily coiifilct witli each other. On tliecon- 
tiarv, I maint.ain that the greater the number of iii- 
tcrcsta we liavc in this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources the more certain are 
we of progression. 1 believe, therefore, that the tariff 
can be so readjusted as to be cquitalile to all, ivitliout 
increasing the present revenue tariff. 

With regard to inililic and other buildings, such as 
a Drill llall, etc., I would .advocate that Nanaimo bo 
placed upon an equal footing with tho other cities of 
the Province. I will endeavor to visit every iiart of 
the District and will hold meetings, of which duo no- 
tice will be given. 

And, finally, should you favor me \yitii your confi- 
dence, I can assure you that twenty years' residence 
in the Province— 18 of whicli have been in the midst 
of your district — has enabled me to form conclusions 
wh'ich .are moro likely to bo used to your adi antagc 
than can bo expootcd from nny other person whose 
Interests and lesldence are outside ot your district.

Extradition Cash. — United States rs. 
Ah See. Mr. McCroight, Q. C, for tho 
prosecution, examined two witne.sso.'j — 
Seattle eonatablos, luimed Thornton and 
J ordan. Thoy proved tho murder of Ah 
Yow on Washington street,-' Seattle, by 
shooting three pistol shots at 2 a.m. on 
4tli of July, 1873. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Drake, 
counsel for tho prisoner, tho witnesses 
could not identify Ah See as the mur- 
derer, although one had seen him at Seat- 
tle previous to tlio occurronco. Mr. 
Drako suggested that his apprehension 
was tho result of a Chinese conspiracy. 

Mr. Justice Grease adjourned tho ex- 
aminiition tiU Thursday next at 11 a.m. 
for tho production of further witnesses. 

Tho points of general interest wero that 
tho application for extradition is made 
under tho Ashburton Treaty of Juno, 
1842, and Canadian Act, 41 Vict, C. 
25^-. .which, undor tho authority of tha 
cases referred to by tho Judge, allows 
tho examinalion-and committal of a fugi- 
tive criminal to tako place in B. C. before 
any requisition from tho United St.-vtos, 
although no surroiider can tako placo un- 
til tho U. S. Government make a formal 
requisition for tho surrender, and tlio 
Governor- General issues his warrant for 
ths delivery of tho prisoner so commit tod 
to the U. S. Authorities.

Quebec, Sept 2-1. — General Sir Pat- 
rick Macdougal, K. 0. M. G., is ex- 
pected to arrive in Quebec from Hali- 
fax about tho pud of the month, and 
take up iiis quarters for a time in 
tlie Citadel before proceeding to Otta- 
wa to act as ndiniiiistmtor of the 
Government until tho arrival of the 
Mai-quis of Lome. 

On Friday last a rather serious 
election row took place at Chicoutimi 
between the supporters of the two can- 
didates, in the course of which Mr. 
Ernest Cimon, Conservative candidate, 
is reported to have been seriously 
wounded, and his antagonist, Mr. 
Gagne, forced to run and take passage 
on board the steamer St. Lawrence. 

Halifa.x-, N. S., Sept 24.— The de- 
cision of tho Ottawa (jovornmont, as 
reported in well informed circles, to 
till all vacancies in public ofhces, will 
bo followed by the Nova Scotia Gov- 
eriiinftiit, and appointments will be 
made to every position in the Province 
before either Government reigns. In 
thi.s Prov.'nco there is a Governorship, 
a Juilgeship, and a number of minor 
offices to bo filled. 

Ottawa, Sept 20. — Lord Duflerin 
has been here privately since last night. 
The Ministers in the city have been in 
council all day settling various matters. 
The other Ministers are expected here 
to-morrow when it is probable definite 
steps will be taken. In view of the re- 
sults of tho late elections it is under- 
stood th© Government will resign at 
once, and that Sir John will be called 
upon next -week to form a new Minis- 
try. In consequence of the present 
crisis the new Governoi'-General's visit 
to Toronto has been postponed. 

Hon. J. Simpson, Assistant Auditor- 
General, died at Ottawa on Thursday 
night The deceased gentleman was 
Collector of Costoms at Niagara for 
some years and sat for Niagara in tho 
Canada Assembly from 1857 to 18G4. 
He was a member of the Executive 
Council and Provincial Secretary of 
Canada for a short period in 1864. 
The remains were last liight taken to 
Niagara for interment

A Fivo Hile Hacs at Ilontroal— 
Tho American Beaten— An Esciting: 
Contest. 

Montreal, Oct. 3.— Fully 10,000 
people witne.s.sed tho Hanlon-Courtney 
race to-day. Hanlon won the choice 
of position and took the . outside, there- 
by getting to the lee of Isle Dorval. 
Both men as they passed toward tho 
starting point were heartily cheered. 
Tliey wero both in .splendid condition. 
With considerable dexterity they 
wheeled their boats into line, tho latter 
being immediately taken hold of and 
held by parties stationed at tho start- 
ing buoys. "Go" was given at 4:56. 
Tho men dipped their sculLs together 
and sent their shells forward with ter- 
rific force, Haidon making 31 and 
Courtney 33 strokes to tiio ininuto. 
They appeared to bo taking it easily 
for tho first half mila A "waiting 
raco" was .seemingly determined on. 
Up to the first half mile buoy no per- 
ceptible difTeronco could bo di.scorned. 
The men wore pulling a alow and 
steady stroke, Courtney especially so. 
Their stylo of rowing >yaa somewhat 
similar, tho American being a little 

jsrky no oompnrcU with lii.i lival'a full, 

easy and graceful sweep. Before reach- 
ing the half-mile signal boat, Hanlon 
drove the nose of liis craft in advance 
of Courtney's shell. Ho maintained 
hia position until ho pas.sed, when the 
red flag went up, indicating Hanlon's 
supremacy .10 far. Cheers from Canadians 
on press steaiuersgrootcd thoapiiearanco 
of the favorite's colons. The next 
half mile was a repetition of the first; 
Hanlon making some beautiful and 
effective sweeps, still maintained the 
lead. The mile was done in 7 minutes. 
Passing into tho second mile the sur- 
face of water was rather mor» rufUcd, 
in consequence of which both men 
steered for the lee of Isle Conrsellfts. 
When close to land in calm -water 
Courtney made a determined effort to 
overhaul his opponent, and succeeding, 
drew in advance, ])lacing at least a 
boat's length of daylight between them. 
Hanlon had eased off to about 25 
strokes, while Courtney made 31. In 
a long, slow stroke they competed for 
some distance, Courtney slightly in- 
creasing his advantage. Rain now be- 
gan to fall bri.skly, but did not hist 
more than a few minutes. On ap- 
proaching the two mile signal boat, 
Hanlon drew to the front and jiassed 
about a length and a half ahead. Time 
of second mile, 9 minutes. At Isle 
Dorval, Courtney rowed a tremendous 
iiis'okPj fiteering straight for his turn 
buoy, but having diverged very much 
by getting under tho lee of tho island, 
Hanlon -obtained a slight advantage and 
drew almost imperceptibly ahead, turn- 
ing his rounding buoy in 21 minutes 
and 25 seconds from tho start, Court- 
ney only about five seconds behind. 
Both men lay to their oar.s, and with 
any amount of vim strove to obtain an 
advantage, but unsuccessfully. At this 
time only about the length of a boat 
and a half se))arated them, their boats 
being nearly abreast the ])rcss boat 
which had laid to. When they passed 
tho buoys on their return they swept 
past in magnificent .style, each one 
bending to his work with a will and 
nerved by the cheers of the spectators. 
The third mile was completed in nine 
minutes. Very little change took 
placo in the fourth mile, which was 
done in si.x minutes, the men pulling 
with all their might At the com- 
mencement of the fifth and last mile, 
Hanlon took the lead, pulling 33, and 
Courtney 36 to the minute. Coming 
down the homestretch some skill was 
displayed, but both men created con- 
siderable coiLsternation among their 
backers by veering too much to the 
south, and rendering it necessary for 
both to recover ground. Hanlon 
eventually came in winner in 36 min- 
utes 22 seconds. Before reaching the 
goal Courtney stopped rowing to avoid 
a foul, having got into Hanlon's water. 
The latter's time from tho turning 
buoy, two and a half miles, coming 
down stream, was 14 minutes 50 .sec- 
onds. The race was adjudged to Han- 
lon by a length and a quarter. The 
winner rowed alongside of Courtney 
and shook the gallant American by the 
hand very warmly, amid loud creers 
from thousands of spoctator.s. The 
veteran referee declared that it was 
tho moat magnificent race he had ever 
seen.

Vho treat Sank Failnre. 

London, Oct. 3. — The Times, in its 
financial article, states that tlio City of 
Glasgow Bank had one hundred and 
thirty- three branches. It had a jirogrcss- 
ivoly increasing dividend for soveial yeai-s 
past, until it reached 12 per cent. It 
would be incorrect to say that the disaster 
was unexpected. On tho contrary, in 
banking circles it created no surprise, for 
the bank had been losing credit gradually 
for ten years past, yet tho Scotch banks 
in London wore not in possession of infor- 
mation which showed that the end was 
actually near until Tuesday morning. 
Rumors of tho bank being m difficulty 
had been so often circulated before with- 
in strictly banking circles, tluit a roi)eti- 
tion of theui did not (jxcito particular in- 
terest on this occasion. The business of 
tho bank had been conducted for years 
upon unsound principles, and from tho 
fact that other Scotch banks having decided 
to lot the bank stop, it is inferred that it 
is a bad case. Oporatious upon an enor- 
mous scale had been indirectly entered 
into with Indian produce and Australian 
wool, some §14,000,000 having boon ac- 
cepted for tho account of three firms. 
Largo advances had been made to firms in 
the iron trade in the north and utterly 
reckless support appears to have been 
given to builders. Tho iunuodiate cause 
of tho failure was tho impossibility of any 
longer getting bills drawn from India on 
tho haiUk in Glasgow. Its bills wore dis- 
counted in tho London nuu'ket, a circum- 
stance which explains to some extent the 
fovorish oscillation. For some months 
past, in rates demanded for loans, these 
bills had been sold in India to Indian 
banks ostensibly against the shipment of 
produce, and ultimately came upf)n the 
discount market and tho terms of negoti- 
ating having steadily advanced, instruc- 
tions wero at Icngtli telegraphed to Indian 
branches to take no more bills, ami so 
soon as it was no longer possible to keeii 
tliB open credit system going and paper 
afloat tho bank closed its doors. Tho lia- 
bilities of the bank are estimated at $50,- 
000,000 ; acceptances slightly below 815,- 
000,000, and deposits S10,000,000. The 
unlimited liability of shareholders may 
perhaps secure depositors. Tho authoriz- 
ed note circulation w.as only £72,000, but 
according to last accounts the issue is 
between £600,000 and £700,000, against 
nearly all which tho law compels to have 
gold. We believe we are correct in say- 
ing that tho deplorable catastrophe is with 
reference to Scotch banks entirely an ex- 
ception, and that no other banking insti- 
tution in Scotland is in any way mixed up 
with the City of Glasgov/ bank, or Ir s 
been engi^ed in a business of a kind 
which led to this failure. Attempts h.-ivo 
been made in India to complicate mattens 
by saying that there was a panic, but 
there has been no panic. The Bank of 
England is in'an exceptionally strong posi- 
tion relatively to tho extent of business 
going on, and the state of affairs is very 
different to what it would have been had 
disaster happened to a bank whoso sound- 
ness had been above suspicion. The 
Fina)icicr anticipates no additional bank 
failures, but it says some mercantile 
failures can hardly be avoided, which may 
extend into tho iron districts of North 
England. 



Mk. Justice Keooii. — The Ti7nes 
Dublin Correspondent telegraphed. — 
•'The 'National' papers liave articles 
on Mr. Justice Keogh conceived in thf 
worst spirit The tone of the Trishriiuii 
is sounded in the heading of its article. 
Time the Avenger.' It reviews Mr. 
Justice Keogh's political life, disparag- 
ing his professional position, attribut- 
ing to him the basest motives, and 
charging him with iuvving used Ian- 
gunge in an electioneering speech which 
pointed clearly to outrage and assassin- 
ation. It then proceeds with blasphem- 
ous malevolence to remark that his 
associates fell under the thunderbolt of 
justice, but 'the World's sunshine 
seemed to be concentrated around the 
perjured political profligate, and yet 
tho shadow of Heaven's wrath came 
not uponhim. Mentlioughtthepatience 
of the Lord was long, but now, indeed, 
we have seen that Providence delayed 
over the greater culprit that his punish- 
ment might bo the moat awful of nil 
afllictions.' Then, referring to the illness 
of tho Judge and the recent occurrence 
it says. Imagine tli'.' hideous scene, tho 
fearful closing scene of a fearful life, 
and then declare whether or not the 
providence of God has not condignly 
punished a perjured man.' The Na- 
tion affects to doubt the .Judge's insan- 
ity; and denmnds that he be brought to 
justice for tho !ittom|)l on the life of 
his servant 'The plea of insanity,' it 
says, 'does not hold good for peasants 
or workmen, when they perpetrate 
deeds of murderous violence,' and the 
writer does not see why it should be 
taken as sufficient in tho ease of a 
learned judge. 'One excellent result,' 
he s.ays, 'must follow from the occur- 
ence. The Judge will never again be 
allowed to indulge in (its of temporary 
insanity on the bench. Wo shall have 
from him no more such insane per- 
formances as the Galway judgment and 
tho charge to a Derry jury.'
